Party Strife. 

Assuredly every rignktMnMng por- 
son must deprocitto the unseemly 
length to which party fooling is carry- 
ing some of the public men of 
the Dominion. The recent rail- 
way scandal, and the moro re- 
cent postal scandal must open the eyes 
of the public to the abyss to the very 
brink of which party feeling lias con- 
ducted men at one time enjoying fair 
reputation. In the railway matter it 
lias been scon how honor and confi- 
dence have all been made subservient 
to party warfare, and, worse still, sold 
to the highest bidder. How much 
worse was MeMullen, who sold and 
re-sold Sir Hugh Allan's secrets, than 
the Grits, who bought them ? But, 
bad as the railway transactions wero, 
they have been, in some respects, thrown 
into the shade by the letter business. 
The letter published in another col- 
umn was either stolon or forged, so 
that the guilty party must choose be- 
tween the two crimes. Wo are bound 
to believe the story of tho Hon. John 
Young. Let us seo in what position 
it places him before the country. As 
an intelligent, thinking man of busi- 
ness, he must have known that tho 
letter so mysteriously put in his pos- 
session was either stolen or forged, 
and, knowing that, he clearly became 
accessory after tho fact to whichevo 
crime was committed by the principal. 
According to our criminal jurispru- 
dence, the receiver is held to bo only n 
degree less guilty than thethiof. If, then, 
Sir John wrote the letter in question, 
•whieh would nppear to bo tho most fea- 
sible theory, it is perfectly clear thnt 
somebody must have stolen it; and tho 
Hon. John Young stands before the coun- 
try self-convicted of tho second crime, 
that of receiving stolon property, knowing 
it to be stolen! How much better Mr. Pen- 
ny is, it is scarcely worth our while to 
consider. These circumstances, while 
they must make this young empire blush, 
serve to give an insight into tho desperate 
character of some of the men with whom 
those now in power have to contend. 
They will stick at nothing,— -they appear 
to be ready to bribe, steal, or do anything 
in order to gain their point; and it will, 
therefore, be well to keep those facts it 
mind when criticising tho acts of the Ad- 
mistration. Candid men will admit that 
tho letter presumed to bo written by Sir 
John is not altogether free from objection, 
and true friends of the Government may 
regret that it was ever written, much less 
published. But right-thinking persons 
will still mori regret tho circumstances 
which seem to render necessary a recourse 
to such a mode of warfare When on Op- 
position betakes itself to such practices 
as have recently been brought to light, 
the Government must be allowed great 
latitudo. You cannot always obserue tho 
rules of civilized warfare, if called to 
tight Modocs. It may be necessary to do 
many things that can only be defended in 
the light of tho exigences which appeared 
to render them necessary. In all this, 
there is much to inspire dpep thought 
and disagreeablo reflection, and make one 
earnestly wish tlnugs were otherwise. Let 
us hope that the ovil has culminated in 
these two scandals and that tho political 
atmosphere may bo purified by tho pre- 
sent storm. Tho friends of tho party now 
in power will bo glad to find that, as the 
investigation proceodes, tho probability 
of triumphant acquittal grows stronger. 
For tho credit of the country, as woll as 
for the sake of the Government, wo sin- 
cerely hope that their vindication shall 
bo complete; and suroly that hope cannot 
bo confined by mere party lines. "What 
patriot would wish to see tho men who 
have laid the foundations of empire in 
British America perish thus ? 



Letter Scandal Investiga- 
tion. 



Montreal, Sept. 4. — Tho following 
letter appeared in this morning's "Her- 
ald." 

"Ottawa, Sept. 1st., 1873. 

"My dear Pope. — I want you before 
we take any steps about John Young's 
appointment, losee about the selection 
of our Candidate for Montreal west. 
Prom all I can learn, William Work- 
man would be the best. He will very 
likely object, but if lie is the best man 
you can easily hint to him that if he 
runs for Montreal west and carries it 
we will consider that he has a claim to 
an early seat in the Senate. This is 
the groat object of his ambition. I 
don't think we should take any steps 
about filling up the appointment until 
wo have our candidate ready, and all 
competitors out of tho field. There 
will be some difficulty in getting A. A. 
Stevenson to consent, but I suppose it 
can bo done. Will you see to this at 
once. If our candidate is ready then, 
avo must tako tho necessary stops to 
procure Young's resignation, Which I 
am pretty suro he will send in when ho 
finds that if he does not do so we will 
appoint another inspector.

Mr. Popo roplios in tho afternoon pa- 
pers as follows: 

"Sir — Referring to tho lottor pubhshod 
in tho Herald this morning, purporting to 
havo boon written by <S'ir John A. Mue- 
donald, and addressed to mo, I have to 
say that no such letter was received by 
me, has never been in my possession, nor 
did I soe it until I read it in tho Herald 
this morning.

Montkkaii, Sopt. 5— -Tho inquiry into 
tho purloining of Sir John Maodonald's 
lottor to Mr Popo, was carried on before 
tho Polico Magistrate to-day. 

Hon. John Young was first sworn, and 
stated that on Wednesday last, tho 3rd

inst., ho had gone to tho post at 10 a. m 
for his letters, and among others in his 
box ho received one which was an opon 
note, signed by Sir Johu Maodonald and 
addressed to ''Pear Popo." It was dated 
the 1st of September, and was identical 
with tho ono produced. He found the 
unto was a slip of paper, whieh was also 
produced , on which wero tho words, "For- 
warded by a friend for the information of 
Hon. Mr. Young." This Klip and tho 
note wero enclosed in the envelope No 
other paper or information as to who had 
sent it to his address was given. He read 
the letter twice, and canio to tho conclu- 
sion thatsomo ono was hoaxing him. Ho 
then crossed tho street to tho llerald of- 
fieo, where ho found the Hon. L. H. Hel- 
ton, who happened to be with Mr. Penny. 
The' witnoss showed them tho letter. 
Doubts wore expressed a«S to its being 
genuine. He thereupon left it with Mr. 
Penny, and later in the day it was decided 
to publish it, as, after some deliberation, 
ho (the witness) believed that it would 
be for the interest of tho public that it 
should 1)0 published. It accordingly ap- 
peared in the llerald next morning. He 
had no knowledge whatever as to who 
sent it to him. The noto was not. marked 
private, but tho corner of tho loft hand 
page was clipped olF. 

Mr llolton and Mr. Penny wero exam- 
ined and gavo evidence corroborativo of 
tho above. Several clerks in the Post 
ollico wero also examined One of them 
recollected having seen the letter and 
placed it in tho box. When Mr. Popo, 
culled on the following day, it could not 
bo found. 

Edward Bradford, clork in Sir John 
Macdonald's oflico at Ottawa, and who 
addressed tho missing letter, deposed 
that tho letter in question was in his 
handwriting. It was dated Sept 1. lie 
wrote the letter at Sir John's dictation and 
afterwards Kir John signed it. Ho ad- 
dressed it, putting the original in an en- 
velope , which ho directed to tho Hon. 
J. H. Popo at Montreal. The ouvolopo 
now shown to him was tho samo. Tho 
word "private" was written on tho cor- 
ner of tho lottor where it is torn oil. 

The Ottawa Citizen thus characterizes 
tho conduct of tho Montreal Herald: "Wo 
never had a vory exalted opinion of the 
Montreal Herald. Wo always regarded it 
as an exceedingly dull and unreliable 
journal, but wo never believcd/rar con- 
temporary to bo positively bod or dishon- 
orable. It has proved itsolf to bo both, 
and worse. In its own colunniB it stands 
confessedly guilty of a felony or a cou- 
niver at one. It has oven received a 
stolen letter, knowing that it was purloin- 
ed, or committed tho theft itsolf, or worse 
still, boon guilty of a forgery. Wo don't 
care which of tho crimes it confesses; the 
llerald must bo branded henceforth as a 
journal whoso conductors aro unfit to as- 
sociate with honest, honorable men."

The Instinct of Locality. — A short 
time ago an account was given of a 
dog that had been carried seven hun- 
dred miles aomowhero at tho West, 
but not liking the place, alone, guided 
by a faculty quite unknown to man, he 
footed his way to his old loved homo 
without making enquiries, consulting 
a guide-board, or travelling out of the 
way, at tho rate of nearly a hundred 
each day. An old horse, purchased 
of a farmer in Vermont many years 
since, was shipped at Seabrook, Ct., 
with others to the West Indies for 
grinding cane. A storm occuring on 
Long Island Sound, the dock horses 
were washed overbord and supposed to 
have beenlost. Thoold Vormonter, how- 
ever, reached land in the darkness of a 
stormy night, and, finally, was found 
standing at the barn door of his old 
home. The horse had never been far 
from the town until sold, therefore 
could not have been faniilar with tho 
way. Carrier-pigeons perform feats 
as swift messengers through the air be- 
causo they are in a bury to reach home. 
However, far they may be carried, 
confined in baskets, they invariably 
speed their way without resting on the 
voyage till they reaoh the place dear 
to their affections. In 1819, with a 
view to ascertain their speed, a pigeon 
was carried from Antwerp to London 
and thero-liberated. The bird was at 
its cote, having flown ono hundred 
and eighty miles in a straight line in 
six hours. Horses, mules, dogs, cats, 
and all the migrating birds, find their 
way as unerringly as tho carrier does; 
but how thoy do it is beyond our ken. 
Some imagine birds see telescopically 
one or two hundred miles when high 
in the air, and over tops of mountains. 
But the theory throws no light upon 
the movements of the mule that found 
his home in Brazil, hundreds of miles 
over a region whero man conld hardly 
move, having neither a path to follow 
nor a companion to load the way. 
Science, therefore, has something more 
to do to clear up this mystery.

It so happened that this 
very day somo information which the 
Editor asked from tho Government was 
abrutly refused; the inference drawn 
was that b}' Brougham's advice tho 
government had determined to make 
war on tho "Times." The "Timos" 
immediately determined to mnko war 
on Brougham, and thus it came to pass 
that for so many years ho became from 
that Nowspaper tho subject of such 
sovore invective.

Eastern States- 

Chicago. Sept. 18.— Private dispatches 
from New York confirm the report of 
the failure of Jay, Cook and Co. but do 
not state tho reasons or particulars of the 
failure. 

New York, Sept. 18.— Jay, Cook & Co. 
announce their suspension in consequence 
of a large mid heavy draw made upon 
their own deposits. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 18.— The great 
firm of Jay, Cook it Co. suspended. A 
crowd is now collected around their 
place of business. 

New York, Sept. 18. — Great excitement, 
in consequence, Jay, Cook & Co's. failure, 
the question generally asked is, who next ? 
Stocks took a tumble generally, caused as 
much by apprehension of further as by 
the existing condition of affairs. Pro- 
minent Wall street merchants nttribnte- 
the suspension of the linn not so much to 
tho effort to sustain tho Philadelphi a 
llouseasto operations intheNorthern Paci- 
fic Railroad which it is said they sought 
to carry beyond their Btrength. It is ex- 
pected that the life assurance company's 
with which Jay, Cooke & Co. aro con- 
nected may have to go under. It is also 
said that Messrs. Jay, Cooke and Co. lost 
large sums in tho recent, gold movement. 
Some say they aro unable to make any 
further statement save that they expect to 
resume business in a short time. There 
is a general breaking of stocks of from 1 
to If) per cent and under; rush to sell; 
great excitement continues. — 3p. m. — Ex- 
citement is intenso at the Stock Ex- 
change. Vanderbilt stands by his Cen- 
tral and Lake Shore, ami the Pacific Mail 
Companies aro cared for; but tho Western 
Union dropped from 87 to 785 j - Money 
is quiet at 7. Failures of other compan- 
ies than that of Jay, Cook it Co. are an- 
nounced. It is said that Jay, Cooke, 
McCullough A: Co. of London aro solvent 
with large surplus above all liabilities. 
A Philadelphia dispatch says that E. N. 
Clark Sc Co havo suspended. 

Washington, Sept 18. — Tho Banking 
House of Jay, Cooke it Co. in this city 
was closed shortly after noon to day. The 
first National Bank has suspended. 

Hartford, (Conn.) Sept. 18 — In the 
IT. S. Circuit Court this morning the 
Credit Mubilier suits came up. Bankers 
Hunt and Shipman ruled that tho motion 
for dismissal should be heard first and 
that all arguments on that question by 
by demurrers be closed by to-morrow 
night. 

Chicago, Sept. 18. — Tho progress of 
the fire was stopped this p. m. by tho 
splendid work of tho entiro iiro depart- 
ment. On Maxwell street on tho North 
and Union street on tho south no estima- 
matiou of tho loss can be given and it will 
be somo time before tho particulars aro 
given. 

Philadelphia, Bept. 18 — Mr. Cooke 
says, "I believe this Houso will speedily 
bo relioved from its embarrassment.andto 
this end every dollar of means possessed 
by membors of the firm will bo applied. 
No ono who has a dollar on doposit here 
will lose. Every liability will bo faith- 
fully discharged." 

New York, Sept. 18 — Mail advices from 
Paris confirm tho report that cholera pre- 
vails in Franco. At Harvo, during tho 
last month, out of 378 deaths, 110 are from 
that malady, and at Bouen there aro at 
present 20 deaths a day from the same 
causo. The epidemic is rapidly spreading 
through Normandy. 

Washington, Sept. 18 — Sec'ty Richard- 
son and Comptroler J. Knox wore in con- 
sultation this ovening in reference to the 
suspension hero, and a receiver will pro- 
bably bo appointed to take chargo of the 
First National Bank. Tho Secretary of 
tho Ttreasury states that tho Government 
does not lose by tho suspension, deposits 
of Government officers in the First Na- 
tional Bank being fully secured by the 
deposit of that institution in tho National 
Treasury and the syndicate operation 
balance is in favor of tho Government, 
they having overpaid at their last settle- 
ment. 

Lato this everting there was something 
of a run on the Washington City Savings 
Bank, but all demands havo so far been 
promptly paid. 

Baltimore, Sept. 18 — In tho Grand 
Dodge of I.O.O.F., this morning, tho an- 
nouncement of the death, in the past 
year, of John A. Kenny was made. 
Several members delivered eulogies upon 
tho deceased. It. was resolved that the 
noxt annual session ho held in Atlanta, 
Georgia. Tho Financial Committoo, to 
whom was referred a aommunieation from 
tho jurisdiction of Saxony, praying for aid 
from the Grand Lodge for an Odd Fel- 
lows Hall in tho city of Dresden, and 
another requost from tho lodgo now at 
Zurich, Switzerland, for a loan, aid in 
building an Odd Fellows Hall in that 
city, reported adversely. 

New York, Sept, 18 — To-day, in finan- 
cial circles, has been one of unusual ex- 
citement, growing out of tho suspension 
of Jay, Cooko & Co. Failures which have 
hitherto occurred wore mere trilling affairs 
ami produced little excitement compared 
with the one to-day. Tho connection of 
Jay, Cooke <t Co, with tho Government 
in affecting loans during tho war and in 
funding operations sineo, has given that 
firm a national reputation, which only in- 
tensifies tho oxeitomont consequent upon 
their suspension. Thomonoy market was 
unfavorably affected by the failures of to- 
day and a general distrust enforced there- 
by. The press says the Government, in 
refusing to sell gold, took the first stops 
towards stopping a specie panic, and calls 
upon Seoretary Riohardaon to lot loose a 
portion of the currency balanco. Tho 
elFoct of tho suspensions was decidot] at 
the Stock Exchange, whoro a heavy drain 
on valuables took placo with a feverish 
unsettled market during tho evening, with 
constant rumors of failures, but at tho 
close of business the only additional ones 
wero Robinson & Snvdam and Richard 
Sohell. 

Europe 

London, Sept. 18 — Tho Corn and 
Iron merchants of Liverpool, in a letter, 
admit that iron may bo profitably pur- 
chased in Now York for shipment to Eng- 
land, and says they are convinced that tho 
American trade is lost to England. 

Tho London firm of Mr. Qoqke rpspqnds 
tq his suspension by stating that all drafts 
and lettoiB of oredit on them, issued by 
Jay, Cooko & Co., will bo duly honored. 

Tho whalo steamer Arctic for Pundoo 
past Peter Head last night with tho crow 
of tho Polaris, who had boon traiiBforred 
from tho whaler Ravonscraig, which ros- 
puodtneinfi-oma raft on tho 20th July, 



20 miles south of Cape York. 

Cologne, Sept. 18 — Cholera is raging 
with great violenco in Hungary, tho num- 
he of deaths being unusually largo. 

Madrid. Septs 18 — Tho Insurgents of 
Seville attacked a party of Republican re- 
oruits, who foil back with several killed.

At noon to-day tho remains of Mr. Al- 
lan, editor and proprietor of tho Aylmor 
Times, were found floating in tho canat 
near Sappers' Bridge. An inquest was 
held this afternoon. Ho was last soon 
alive in the Russell Houso yesterday ove- 
ning. The Coroner's jury returnod a ver- 
dict of death from drowning. 

Hamilton, Sept. 3. 

The cam]) meeting at Grimsby is a great 
success. The numbers attending it aro 
vory largo, aud great interest is being 
manifested in tho soruioos. Tho wifo of 
the Minister of Marino, Mrs. Mitchell, 
Judge Jones, of Brantford, Mr. and Mrs.

Mr. Gregory, of tho Marino and Fisher- 
ies Department, has received a dispatch 
from' tho Magdelcn Islands stating that 50 
vessels, American and British, woro lost 
in tho gale of the 21st. 

A letter recoivod hero to-day from Mag- 
dalen Islands gives the following partic- 
ulars regarding the late storm iu that 
place: — 

Tho tido rose to an extraordinary height, 
causing a very heavy sea in the bay, and 
the vesselsto ride heavily at their anchors. 
At daylight on tho morning of the 25th, 
tho scene that presented itself at Amherst 
harbour is beyond description. Nino 
American schooners wero already on the 
shore and wrecked, botwoon Amherst and 
Bacquo harbours, and during tho day 
vessel after vessel continued to broak 
adrift from (heir moorings. 
At noon tho barometer fell to its lowest 
point, 28 = 90m. The shoro at this time 
was covered with debris and wreck, and 
hundreds of shipwrecked and destituto 
mariners wero wandering about the beach 
not knowing whoro to go to find food, or 
shelter from the howling storm. 

When night closed in 12 vessels wore 
onshore and wrecked, and 2(1 others wore 
afloat in Amherst harbour , with loss of 
anchors and cables, boats, spars, and 
other damago, only nine remaining out- 
side at their moorings iu the bay.

Banquet of Love " 

A despatch to the N. Y. "Herald" < a 
tho l'Jth iust.,fiom Montgomery., Va., 
says: — 

"This evening n grand banquet was 
given to Jefferson Davis, General 
Jubil Early, Admiral Semmes, Gov- 
ernor Letcher mid other members of 
the Southern Historical Society, by 
Messrs. Colhoun & Cowan, the pro- 
prietors of the Springs. Quife a large 
compaay sat down at 5 p. m., in the 
ball-room, the bund playing Southern 
airs and melodies. After tho repast 
several toasts and responses were made.. 
Semmes, Letcher, and Early made 
the speeches of the evening, the gist 
of which were tributes to the Confed- 
ate dead. 

"Mr. Davis was toasted, but his 
only response was the following 
toast: — 

"To our Admiral, Semmes, who 
wont afloat on one ship, woro her out, 
and took another and swept the seas," 
and by this lie skillfully evaded a 
speech. Semmes, during' his speech, 
remarked that tho people of this coun- 
try might wake up some fine morning 
and find a Cresar on the throne; but, 
referring to Mr. Davis, lie said that 
the man who sat upon his right would 
occupy a higher place in the hearts of 
his people, because it would be an 
empire of love, rather than tyranny and 
force. At half-past seven o'clock the 
banquet closed, and the company re- 
tired highly edilied by the evcuiug's 
entertainment. 



Such is Fame. — Among the personal 
anecdotes brought to print by the 
falsely reported death of the historian 
of the "Dutch Republic," is the fol- 
lowing: — When Motley was in Vienna 
his reputation as a man of letters was 
of very little use to him in the noble 
society of Vienna, where no one roads 
and few think. But his elegant man- 
ners, his engaging uddress, his open- 
handed hospitality, his mastery of 
European languages, and his thor- 
ough acquaintance with every little 
mystery of etiquette, mado him a gen- 
eral favorite.

"It was called 'The history of Uncle 
Tom.'"

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Mayor and 
Council of the Corporation of thu City of Victoria a.i 
fellows: 

1. Tho said ConunlBsloner shall subject to the ap- 
proval andcoutrol ol the Jlayur and Council aforesaid, 
design, construct, build, purchase. Improve, bold ami 
generally malnta'n, manago and conduct, Waterworks 
and all ImllditigB, matters, machinery and appliances 
therewith connected or necessary thereto, for tho pur- 
pose of conductini! a suflioleut ciuantitv of pure and 
Wholesome water train Elk iLakn and Beaver Lake to 
tho adjacent City of Victoria for tlio use of the Inhabi- 
tants thereof, and shall examine, consider aud decide 
upon all mattera relative thereto. 

2. Tlie said Commissioner shall keep separate books 
and accounts of tho receipts aud disbursements for or 
on account of the construction of the said Waterworks 
distinct from tbe books and accounts relating toother 
property, funds, or assets belonging to tho said Water- 
works, and a record of all his olUelal acts; and all such 
books and records Kluill be open to the Inspection and 
examination of the Mayor aud Council or anyof them, 
or any person or persona appointed by them for that 
purpose. 

3. Tho Bald Commissioner slyill , at least twice in each 
month during the construction of the said Waterworks, 
attend the Mayor and Council iu Committee and re 
port to them In Writing the progress of such Water- 
works and such Information respecting the same as 
they may require. 

4. The said Commissioner shall, en or before tho

of the rents, Issues and profits arising from the said 
Waterworks, the Dumber of tenants supplied with 
water, tbo extent and value of the movable and im- 
movable property thereunto belonging, the amount of 
debentures then Issued and remaining unredeemed 
and uncancelled, and the interest paid thereon or vet 
due aud unpaid, and tin' state of the Finking fund, the 
expenses o! collection mid management and all other 
contingencies, salaries of officers and servants, the 
costs of repairs, Improvements and alterations, the 
prices paid for the acquisition of any real estate that 
may lie abqtilreid for the use of the said Waterworks, 
and generally suoji a statement of the revenue and ex- 
penditure of the said Waterworks as will at all limes 
afford complete knowledge of the stato of the affairs of 
the said Waterworks.
